WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.~A change 
in the tax bill ordered today by the 
House provides for repeal of the 3 
per cent. rate on sales of. automo- 
biles. This, taken in connection with 
the Garner amendment, adopted

porations with income of less than 
$15,000, would reduce Treasury rev- 
enues in the aggregate of $289,735,- 
000 a year.in.the pending measure. 

This ds (000,000 in excess. of the 
cut feeommended by the Ways and 
Means. Committee and $64,735,000 
above the “‘limjt.of safety’ fixed by 
Secretary MeBon .in his statement on 
the subject of taxes made before the 
House Committee at its first hear- 
5 sseaefierhe bill late in November. The 
cOmmittee reported cuts totalling 
$232,735,000, whereas Mr. Mellon 
urged that it should be kept to $225,- 
000,000. 

The House dispensed with debate 
on the section of the bill dealing with 
the automobile tax and:by a vote of 
166 to 142 adopted an amendment by

lican, of Michigan, . wiping out the 
tax altogether. Solid Democratic op- 
position to the tax was Shown in the 
vote, with twenty Republicans, in- 
cluding the entire Michigan’ deléga- 
tion, supporting the minority... 
Following adoption of the amend- 
ment repealing the automobile tax, 
Representative Tilson, the Repub- 
lican leader, warned that if the pend- 


ing bill were further riddled™ with 
amendments -reducing .revenue. the 
whole program of tax revision might 
fail., This was accepted by~ the 
House.as notice.that if the tax bill 
reached the President calling for 
cuts as high as that omar lated in 
the measure as it now nds, it 
might be vetoed. 

As the tax bill was reported to the 
House, it reduced the rate on sales of 
automobiles from 3 to 1% per menage 
cutting the yield from. $66,000,000 

,000, The repeal of the tax io 
its entirety therefore adds $33,000,000 
to the total cut of $232,;735,000 rec- 
ommended by the committee. 


Cuts Approach $300,000,000. 
Committee and Treasury experts 
estimate that the Garner amendment 
providing fdr a scale of taxes on 


corporations with less than $15,000 
income ranging from 5 to'9 per cent. 
would lop off an additional $24,000,- 
000. ‘Therefore the tax cuts.as au- 
thorized by the bili as it has ‘been 
amended this week bring’ the total 
reduction in revenues ,close to the 

300,690,000 mark.

NUNS LEAD OTHERS OUT 


Parents of Pupils of Schoof in 
Building Are Agonized Spec- 
tators—16 Bodies Found,

QUEBEC, Dec..14.—Between thirty- 
five and fifty children, rahging from. 
5 to 16 years old, are believed to 
have lost their lives in a fire which 
destroyed the Hospice St. Charles, 
an orphanage, ‘here tonight. 

Becausé.of the confusion it was 
impossible to obtain authentic in- 
formatior as to the number of miss- 
ing or the names of the victims. 

Search for the missing was handi- 
capped by the smouldering ruins,, but 
sixteen bodies have been recovered. 
Many injured were taken to hospitals. 

Although most of the inmates were 
orphans, a considerable number of 
other children were being educated 
at the hospice. Mistho 

Five hundred children and - forty 
nuns were in the four-story stone- 
faced building when the fire burst 
into,a-dormitory on-the-segond floor. 
It was believed to have originated 
in the basement and to have eaten 
its way to the second floor before 
being discovered: > 

In a short time the entire building 
was. a mass of flames and doomed 
to destruction. Efforts of firemen, 
policemen end‘the Grey Nuns who 
conducted .an orphanage in_ the 
building, were directed toward rescue 
work. A dreadful scene followed. 


Rescuers Risk. Their Own Lives. 
Ladders were placed on every side 


of the building and firemen and po- 


licemen. carried many children to 
safety in their arms. Mingled with 
the roar of the flames‘iwere the 


screams of- frightened and injured 
children and: those «trapped within 
t* : structure. 

Rescue workers made’ repeated 
trips at great personal. danger” into 
the dormitories, recuing as. many 
children as possible .before being}. 
driven forth by the flames. 

‘“‘The men ran into the-building and 
each groped in the darkness to find 
the children in their beds,’’ a police- 
man, his “face blackened by the 
smoke, said. 

““‘We picked up as ‘many as we 
could carry-and ran outside, to ea 
turn into the building again and 
more. We did this several times 
fore the fierce epee and fallen sec- 
tions of the roofs and walls prevent- 
ed us from rescuing any more.”* 

‘The fire was discovered by Sister 
Ste, Therese, who noticed smoke in 
the corridor and sounded the alarm 
among the children. and other occu- 
pants of the institution. 

In addition to orphans, ‘the in- 
mates of the building included chil- 
parents 
for education. e parents’ of these 
children. were. tragic..spectators of 
the rescue work’.and the later search 
for bodies.

Fog, Showers and Rain Waiting for Him. 


The Weather Bureau had predicted .fog, showers and rain. They 
were all waiting. for us. . After leaving. Washington there were high 
clouds, partly broken ‘up,’ so’ that it was; possible to see. through: them, 
and considerable haze. This lasted down to\North Carolina, where at 5:45 
P.M. it. .became dark as I was; still in the mountains. 

: It was very dark then. and- up to’ midnight ‘there was no moon. 
sky ‘was overcast and there was rain ‘at ‘frequent intervals throughout 
the night and sometimes heavy showers. | It was almost. impossible to 
see the horizon for. much of the time,’ although occasionally it was pos- 
sible to make out lights on: the ground, 

it was during this period that instrument flying was necessary. I 
have never done so much of. it before, even on the flight to Paris, for 
there were only about three hours then that I was flying absolutely blind 
and there were four'to five hours of this’ trip when instruments were 
absolutely necessary. .

But on this flight the direction was. slightly west "and in southern 
latitudes, where ‘the nights are long. Consequently there were thirteen 
hours’ and thirty minutes of darkness, and it vas impossible to get away 
from the necessity’ of instrument flying.

‘| Tt iad been ‘supposell that Lindbebgh, who left Washington at 11:26 
o'clock, ‘Mexican time, would arrive about noon.’ Twenty-four hours was 
the limit believed required for his flight, the time for which he had pre- 
dicted before he left. 

~" "Mexican planes went up from time to time on short excursions over 
the mountains to the northeast and came back again to loop and spin and 
dive for the amusement of the crowds before landing. 

Now and then a rumor would spring up that Lindbergh was in sight 
and the 150,000 would surge against. the line of perspiring soldiers, but 
after ‘several of these alarms and the discovery that the plane was not 
in sight, anxiety began to creep into the talk of those who looked at 
their watches. 

A big blackboard was borne up and down the field reporting that 
Lindbergh had. been seen at Tampico and at various places between, and 
then a white Fairchild monoplane, looking very like Lindbergh’s in the 
distance, settled on the field, and a roar went up from the crowd. But 
it was merely a passenger plane from Tampico, and it reported that Lind- 
bergh had not passed there when it left at 8:80 o’clock. 


Apprehension Falls Upon Throng. 


Then real despair set in. Ambassador Morrow walked out on the 
field, restlessly pacing up-and down with Mr. Winslow, who tried to reas- 
sure him. aC 

It was recalled that Lindbergh had gasoline enough aboard to keep 
him up for ten more hours than were necessary for the flight, and those 
who knew his ability did not fear that he had come to. harm. 

Reports of bad: ‘weather dlong the cdast, fog and éloudiness came and 
they reassured the waiting’ thousands, among whom ‘the. word quickly 
passed. ‘There was a long: wait while: a] plane they. waited’ for played

They had stood without food or water for four hours in the heat and 
they had begun to lose ‘hope. ' The few vendors of oranges who made 
their way inside the lines were almost mobbed by those eager to get 
something to assuage their thirst.

Fears for the Flier Vanish. 


But then it was known that he was not lost, that he was not cracked 
Up, perhaps injured, in the vicious mountain country over which he had 
been flying, and all fear for his welfare vanished. 

It was then merely a matter of time when he would appear. The 
small, brown-faced soldiers stiffened up again under the weight of their

It was my own fault for 
not plotting my course more carefully.” 


Morrow First to Greet Flier.

: Welcomed by the President. 


The President: grabbed him by the hand and put his other hand on 
the -flier’s shoulder as he weleomed him to Mexico in Spanish and said 
it would honor his country to offer him hospitality. 

“I am very glad to be here,” said Lindbergh, and that was all. 

Then by hard work a lane was made for him, and beside Ambassador 
Morrow Colonel Lindbergh rode through the broad streets of Mexico City, 
the Avenida Juarez and Avenida Insurgentes to the embassy. 

Almost every foot of the way flowers were tossed to him and huge 
showers of confetti were hurled down on him from windows from where 
dark-eyed women gathered to hail him. Occasionally he laughed as a 
flower hit him and he gave a quick, jerky salute that nobody else can 
do in quite the same way. 

The.crowd stretched to the embassy door and then, as in Paris, Colo- 
nel Lindbergh was cheered and cheered again until with Ambassador 
Morrow he appeared for a few minutes in an upper window and waved 
greetings to those who jammed the street below. 

There was no doubt about it. Lindbergh had won the heart of 
Mexico ‘as he had that of every other city he has visited. 

‘ After a bath and a light supper, Lindbergh went to bed, first saying 
a few words to newspaper men who waited for him. - He has no plans 
for tomorrow except an official call on President Calles and possibly 
lugicheon to be given in his honor by the Government.

| ENGINE FLEW 40,000 MILES. 


Lindbergh’s- Motor Has Been Over- 
hauled Only Once, Builders Say. 


The Wright Whirlwind engine with 
which the Spirit of St. Louis is 
equipped ‘has provided the motive 
power for almost 40,000 miles flown 
by the famous combination, ‘‘We,’’ 
in the last year, according to figures 
made public yesterday by officials 
of the Wright Aeronautical Corpora- 
tion, builders of the engine.

C. Richie of Maryland and Senator 
William E. Borah of Idaho. Dr. But- 
ler and Governor Ritchie were said 
to have replied that they agreed with 
the views of the committee. Senator 
Borah, it was said, replied that he 
favored the amendment, but said, 
“tthe right of repeal is as sacred as 
the right to make law.’’ Queries 
will be sent also to Governor Alfred 
E. Smith, Ex-Governor Frank Low- 
den of Illinois, Herbert Hoover, Sec- 

ry of Commerce, and Senator 
James A. Reed of Missouri. Candi- 
dates not favoring the repeal of the 
Highteenth Amendment will be op- 
posed by the committee. 

Miss M. Louise Gross, Chairman 
of the committee, said after the 
meeting that there was a growing 
wet sentiment amo the women of 
the country and that if there could 
be a referendum among them there 
would be a heavy vote in favor of 
the 'repeal of the amendment. 

“Our goal,” she said, ‘‘is to be- 
come as large and powerful as the 
Women’s Christian Temperance

of Rights.”

INCREASES BUILDING FUND. 


House Committee Approves $100,- 
000,000 Additional: for Structures, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (4).—Aim- 
ing to,make available another $100,- 
000,000 for the construction of Fed- 
eral. buildings throughout the coun- 
try; the House Public Buildings 
Committee today instructed Chair- 
man. Elliott. of Indiana to report 
favorably on a proposed amendment 
of Representative Reed, Republi- 
can, of New York, to the 1926 law 
which authorized an appropriation 
of . $150,000,000 for construction 
projects. 

The amendment would increase 
the figure to $250,000,000 and raise 
the limit to be expended in any one 
year from $25,000,000 to $35,000, 

Under the present act not more 
than $10,000, may be expended an- 
nually in the District of Columbia 
and Mr. Reed contended that this 
leaves only $15,000,000 to be used for 
public buildings elsewhere each year. 

“For the next three years, at least 
one-third of this $15,000,000 shall go 
for buildings authorized in_ prior 
acts,’’ he said, ‘‘which allows but 
,000 annually for new build- 


ings in the entire country during 
that time. 

“It will make available $20.000,000 
annually instead of $10,000.000 for 
the country at large, and after 1929 
this figure will be $25,000,000.”’

Counsel Says Funds Are Lacking to 
Operate More Trains Ordered. 
The. Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company, at a hearing yesterday be- 
fore the Transit Commission, pleaded 
financial, inability to operate addi- 
tional trains ordered by the Transit 
Commission. Ralph Norton of coun- 
sel for the Interborough informed 
Commissioner Lockwood, .who pre- 
sided at the hearing, that the finan- 
cial condition of the Interborough 
was being submitted at the hearing 
with a view to possible review of the 
order calling for additional cars, such 
as was suggested at a previous hear- 
ing. Mr. Norton maintained that the 


Interborough was: absolutely Amable 
to add another doller to capital un- 
der existing conditions. 

As a witness for the Interborough, 
James A. Doyle, assistant to the gen- 
eral manager in charge of car ecuip- 
ment, testified that on the basis af 
the last trains put into operation in 
1925 the cost of equipment was about 
$24.000 for motor cars and $15,000 for 
trailers» He estimated that cars 
would cost.on an average of $1,000 
less now than they cost in 1925. 
A.J. Kidder, superintendent of 
motive power, testified.that he had 


Llinvestigated the cost of operating an 


additional 42h cars and had.found 
that about $6,100,000 for equipment 
renewal to generate power only 
would be required by the company. 
representing a cost per carof more 
than $14,000. The figure did not in- 
clude the cost of actual. power gen- 
eration. He explained that plant and 
equipment renewal would fnvolve 
new boilers, new turbines, switch- 
boards, cables and other. apparatus. 

Commissioner Lockwood wanted to 
know whether the’ Interborough 
could generate its own. power more 
chearly than it could buy it, from the 
New York Edison Company, and the 
witness said that the Interborough 
had saved a large amount of monev 
by generating its own power. 

Mr. Norton at the’close of the hear. 
ing told thé..commission that the 
Interborouch still awed $230.000 on 
Contract No. 3 of the dual subway 
contracts, and explained that the 
company would not be able to fi- 
nance additional cars out of new 
cavital, and could only hope to do so 
out of current revenues.

even if she had been gone for seven 
weeks. 

The testimony showed that*.Mrs. 
Zapp had threatened to quit the 
home if her husband continued to 
leave her alone for long periods, and 
that when she decided she wanted to 
go back to him she found papers in 
a separation suit-awating her. She 
said she had a nervous breakdown 
while she was away because she 
could not get in touch with her hus- 
band.

RICE AMPLIFIES TESTIMONY. 


Says:He Seeks to Clear “Uncertain- 
ties” in Replies on Sewers. 

James Rice, chief engineer for the 

Borough of Queens, who testified be- 


hearing into the costs of sewers in 
Queens, issued a statement yesterday 
which ‘he said was to explain “‘cer- 
tain ambiguities and uncertainties’’ 
in his: testimony before the board 
last week. He said he had tried to 
make it clear that lock-joint pipe 
had never beén specified in the sewer 
contracts, but that Harry H: Klein, 
the questioning’ attorney, ‘‘asked me 
many questions that sought to put in 
my mouth the statement. that.lock- 
joint pipe or a patented pipe had 
been included in our specifications.’’ 

Sewer contractors must ‘‘take the 
fat with the lean,’’ Rice said,, and in 
some instances, where favorable con- 
ditions were found, he is fortunate, 
but in others he sustains a loss. 

“Mr. Klein endeavored to show 
that type A sewer was overloaded by 
unnecessary requirements, but this 
is not .the fact,’’ Rice said. ‘‘The 
requirement that the invert of the 
sewer be laid in forty-foot sections 
does not prevent the contractor from 
laying as many forty-foot sections as 
he can at the same time.’’ 

It. was not only in the case of the 
Jamaica sewers that bids and con- 
tracts were in. excess of engineers’ 
estimates, he said. The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad tunnels and terminals 
were. estimated at $100,000,000, but 
actually cost $160,000,000, and the 
Holland tunnel was estimated at 
$28,000,000, but actually cost $48,000,- 
000, he said. He cited other similar 
instances. 


Cites Question and Answer. 

He cited the following question and 
answer from a transcript to show 
how he’‘had failed to say what he 
meant.to say: 

Q.—‘‘Would it surprise you.to know 
that lock-joint was patented when 
you wrote it into the-specifications? 


Rit guess it would astonish me any- 
ow.”’ 

“‘T should have replied to Mr. Klein 
directly that we’ had not written any 
lock-joint or patented article into the 
specifications at any time.’’ 

“Mr, Klein asked me various other 
questions,’’ Rice continued, ‘‘framed 
similarly, and unfortunately I did 
not reply. to him on each occasion 
that we had at no time specified 
lock-joint-or a patented sewer pipe 
and that we never included it in our 
specifications. 

“The only requirement in the spe- 
cifications with regard to pointe is 
the following, which ‘is Section 133, 
page ‘60 of the specifications: .. 

‘**The pipe shall be of the bell and 
spigot type, the. bell. not to Rroiest 
beyond the body of the pipe, but to 
be flush with it. No pipe having a 
butt’ joint will be considered. No 
variation over one-half (4%) per cent. 
from: the hereinbefore mentioned di- 
mensions will be permitted’. 

“In no part of the -coniract or 
specifications: and on no plan is 
there any other requirement with re- 
gard to the joint except that the 
joints shall be properly filled with 
cement apse and mortar. the 
lock-joint ty was to be specified 
and required in a contract a _ pro- 
vision ‘would have to be included 
substaritially.as follows:

The latest news from China shows 
the Nationalist Party still split into 
irreconcilable factions.

Ernest Hutcheson, the pianist, 
émérging for ‘the first time from his 
new duties as Dean‘of the Juilliard 
Foundation, was greeted. in his own 
right as. a master musician in.a:re- 
cital of masterpieces of the piano 
last night in Carnegie Hall.

GOL. AYRES PREDICTS 
RISE IN SECURITIES 


Declares Prices Are Likely to 
Continue in Upward Trend 
in First Half of 1928. 


EXPECTS RECORD LEVELS 


Banker Foresees Highest Since 


War, but Says a Temporary 
Reaction May Occur Soon. 


Bond and stock prices seem likely 
to continue ‘to follow a rising trend 
*‘during the first half of 1928, even 
if stock prices should meet. with ‘an 
important temporary reaction early 
in the new year, as now seems not 
unlikely,’”” says Colonel Leonard P. 
Ayres in the Cleveland Trust Com- 
panys Business Bulletin, released 
yesterday. 

“A forecast that seems likely of 
fulfillment,’’ he continues, ‘‘is that 
both the average prices of high-grade 
bonds and those of representative in- 
dustrial stocks will.reach higher lev- 
els at some time in 1928 than any yet 
attained since the war. The pros- 
pects for the later months of the 
year do not seem equally c'ear, for 
by that time there may well develop 
a sufficient advance in interest rates 
to restrict. the long-continued ad- 
vance in security values. 

“Patient faith has been more im- 

ortant than financial. insight as an 
ngredient of success in speculation 
and investment during the last half 
dozen years. The long trend of se- 
curity prices has been a persistently 
rising one. There have been reces- 
sions from time to time, but each 
one has been promptly followed by 
another recovery to new high levels. 
The speculator or investor who has 
made his commitments in diversi- 
fied groups of good stocks has only 
needed to hold on and be patient in 
order to see the market action cor- 
rect any mistakes of judgment he 
may have made as to the technical 
condition of the market and the best 
time for buying. The market will 
not always continue to treat inves- 
tors and speculators with so great a 
degree of amiable consideration. It 
mer even make such a change in 


“If business does continue to slow 
down for some weeks or months to 
come, and then reverses its course 
and starts upward, there is probably 
one guiding sign by which we can 
recognize the turn when we reach 
it. That sign is to be found in the 
figures showing the number of blast 
furnaces in active operation in this 
country. They are published regu- 
larly in The Iron Trade Review, The 
Iron Age, The Times Annalist and 
elsewhere. For a series of months 
past the number of active furnaces 
has been decreasing until now only 
about 45 per cent. of them are pro- 
ducing: pig iron. When the reports 
show that the figures have stopped 
declining and have begun to in- 
crease, we may be pretty sure that 
general business has come to the 
end of its decline and that trade and 
industry and transvoration have 
started on the upward path.’’

‘Some heaving was reported from 
alternate freezing’ and thawing in 
sections of the western ‘lower lake 
region. But on the whole the Winter 
wheat crop continued in good condi- 
tion everywhere except in the more 
western and southwestern portions of 
the main producing areas, where fur- 
ther deterioration was noted from 
lack of moisture. In the Southeast- 
ern States Winter cereals show im- 
provement. Moisture was beneficial 
in the West Gulf area, but over a 
belt from Western Texas and East- 
ern New Mexico northward to West 
Central Great Plains drought con- 
tinued.
